In the south of 
Nubia, he observes, the inhabitants who 
leed upon animal food have by far clearer 
complexions than those who feed upon 
vegetabl»-diet,;r' Ib-the-Kabyle.the negroes, 
who are all butchers, live on the (kins of 
tho animals which they expose for sale in 
the market. Their life is passed amidst 
blood, fresh meat, and tho exhalations of 
butcher's meat. They have a clear, fresh 
tint, although preserving the crisp, %yoolhr 
hair. This is considered the more signifi- 
cant because they always intermarry one 
with the other. 

The Pbhil op the Ckevassi;.— I remembered 
•well the first glimpso I had had into one of those 
ierrible crevasses which intersect glaciers. Get- 
ting a guids to hold mv hand, I leaned over its 
yawning brink and gazeil carefully into tho fath- 
omless abyss. The two perpendicular walls of ice 
appeared to join togetlier about three hundred foot 
down ; an appearance resuUing from tho convexi- 
ty of the crevasse. Usually, I believe, the great 
split ends only where tho glacier touches the 
ground beneath. " No one who falls into one of 
these ever comes out alivo," said one of our 
guides. "Yes," said another, " a man once es- 
caped, and lives still at the Grindchvald ; ho waa 
a chamois hunter, and when coming homo alone 
over the glacier, his foot slipped and ho was pre- 
cipitated into the crevasse. His fall waa broken 
by projecting ledges and blocks of ice ; which, 
however, gave n-av as ho clung to them. After 
falling three hundred feet, he reached the bottom 
of the gltcier witli a leg and an arm broken. lit 
found a hollow sp.ice between tlio ground and the 
ice, through which a stream of water ran. In- 
stinctively he followed its course despite tlie great 
piiii he cndurod, and after crawling along for 
three hours, found himself freed from glacier." 
Ordinary crevasses aro from three lo oiRht feet 
wide at tho top, but the sides approach each other 
rapidly, so tliat a man would be wedged in be- 
tween the two walls of ieu long before he could 
rca''h the bottom. And then, unless there should 
1)0 ropes at liand long enough and strong cnoni^h, 
what nil awful death ! An unfortunate Uiissian 
gentleman perislied thus in a crev.-issc only last 
year, half fiozon, half siincezed to death, the heat 
of his body ever melting tlio ice, he ever sinking 
deeper and deeper into his dreadful grave— Dick- 
ens s All Ihe Year Rnantl.

Hudson Bay Company Titles. 

We observe that a bill originating in the 
liogUlativa Council has been sent down to 
tho Assembly, which has for its object iliu 
legalizing of all titles mailt; by the Hudson 
.Bay Company's Factors in this Colony. Our 
readers may remember that the first litle.s 
made to town lots on behalf of the Company 
were inado by James Douglas and John 
AVork, as Chief Factors. The next class of 
titles were made by A. G. Dallas and John 
Work, .•\ttorneys in fact of the Hun. Hudson 
Bay Gitnpaiiy. The Chiuf Factors, it would 
appear, were ;iut duly authorized to make 
titles. They had not been empowered by 
power of-Attorney to make titles in the name 
of the " Governor and Adventurers ofEng- 
laad Tfading at^Hudson^s Bay;" Still they 
tooit the money and made titles or "grants," 
as the dooumeiits themselves dcsiiinale 
them. In thisstateof thing's all titles signed 
by James Douglas and John Work, wiihoiu 
being -.luthorized by power of Allorin^y, are 
invalid. laasinuoljlheii, as the CoiiiiMiiy 
wish (0 keep faith #ith the hoM,-rs ol the 
Doii^l.ts and Work grants, and as it would ho 
almosi iiiipo.ssiblo lo liu 1 ilie original pur- 
chasers and make new titles, this bill has 
been introduced to legaliae them. 

yo far, then, as the main fact is conoerned 
of makini,' iho -rants good bon«roeh th» 
Company and purchasers of towii lots, it 
•inSy be.all right and proper. For there can 
he' liothing which is so well calculated to

the titles to real estate. California has 
.suffered more, perhaps, from uncertainty in 
her land titles than anything else ; and our 
Government will do well to avoid everythin;;

We have an ample field for 
its employment. But if uncertainty is 
allowed to e.xist in reference to the title to 
real estate, we may be assured that wo will 
deprive ourselves of foreign capital, ownii,' 
to the dubious nnturo of what should b.* ih.i 
very best .security. lU-^ides, ii i oiio would 
feel willing to iiiv.-l l:n-_;rly lu iiniUiVB- 
moMt-, if (loalit were th.-owii uii the validity 
of his title. Wo h 'P", th.Mcluie, that the 
defect which the prcsoul bill purposes to 
remove, may be ppeodily cured. 

^Vhil:,l we fully concur in making the 
titles vah I between the Company and all 
who may have purchased Irom ihera ; still 
there should be no recognition of the town- 
site having been at any time the more private 
property of tho Company. H th. ir claim 
be recognized, tho towrn-site should be coa 
8tdered the same as the public lands at 
large. The latter was granted to " the Go- 
vernor and Adventurers'' on condition of 
selling it on commission, lor one-tenth of 
the priLS-i rcoeipti.

Breach of Privilege. 

No action has yat been taken by the As- 
.-.ombly ill relation to the alleged breach of 
privilege, beyond the appointment of^ a 
Committee.

They who are over on the alert to learn what 
is said about, liiem are never of much ac- 
count. On the contrary, men who do their 
duty are sure to find their true place in the 
social scale, no matter what their detractors 
may say.

" Friday, December Tth, ISftO. 

Tlia House met iit half-past two o'clock. 
Pf^seni— Speaker Heliucken, Messrs. Fo.sier, 
Franklin, Wu.idingloii, Green, Uurnaby, 
Gary, Crease, McDonald and Gordon. 

Mr. Waddington, in accordance with his 
notice, moved for information respectint' ihe 
delay wUoh has taken place in the coc- 
gtruotimfof reservoirs at the corner of Yates 
and Government streets. 

Mr. Caty oxplaineil thiit delay had ansoii 
from the necessity of finding the best way to 
have the cistern erected, and where tUa 
necessary funds were to come from. 

Mr. VVaddiiiRlon— The reasons appenr 
lame. Two months have elapsed since the 
oonatruction was authorized, and tlio matter 
was one of extreme importance to the town. 
Must of necessity receive the excuse 
offered, and would not press the subject any 
further. 

OAS COMPANY. 

The Speaker then read a communication 
from the Council transmitting the Victoria 
Gas Company Act, with ltd amendments 
for the consideration of the House. Ordered 
to be taken' into consideration on Monday 
next, 

KIIIK nurARTMENT. 

The Huusu then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Report to the Governor 
made by the Chief Engineer of the Imio 
Department. . 

Mr. Crease said the question did not ap- 
pear to him to be the necessity for the im- 
provements recommended, but how shall 
we raise the funds necessary to carry out the 
recommendation of the Report. 

Mr McDonald would ask the hon. ranm- 
ber for Victoria, what would be the amount 
in thoTreasnry after all demands were paid ? 
Mr. Gary really could not tell. Not 

much. , 

Mr. Crease. The treasurer is, I see, lu 
his seat : perhaps he can enlighten us on the 
subject. But as we all seem to agree oil 
the necessity for these improvements 1 
would move, Mr. Chairman, that the Com- 
mittee report to the House.that a Commitloo 
of Conference bo appointed to confer with 
the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
as to the best means of procuring funds tor 
the constroctiott of cisterns and tanks, and 
alto for obtaining 1000 ft. of new hose. 

LOWDER MAflAZISK. 

The question of the removal of the 
Powder Magazine, also referred to in 
the report, was then brought up, an.l it 
having been stated that the govern- 
ment had not the means, and that the 
Hudson Bay Company had not the inc ina- 
tion to build a new magazine, it was deci- 
ded In req.iest the House to authorize ttie 
Governor to grant the monopoly for not mora 
than ten years to any person or persons of 
•toring gun powder at the rate of not mora 
than three dollars per ton, under such in- 
Bpection and provisions as the law oncers 
of the Crown may require. 

The Committee then rose and reported to 
the House, when Messto. Waddington, 
Green and Southgate, v»ere appmnted a 
Committee of Conference. 

It was then decided that the Counci 
amendments to the Ga.s Dill, and the seco„,i 
reading of the Legal Titles Bill shoiild be 
flonsidered on Monday next; and the House 
adjourned until Monday at two^'clock. 

Thk r iioMK Murder.— Our readers will 
recollect that some time ago we published 
an account of the murder of a young child 
(the son of a Mr. Kent) at Frorae, England. 
There was a mystery connected with tUf 
atfair, which the authorities seemed deter- 
mined to have cleored up. Months have 
elapsed since the murder; person after per- 
son has been arrested, examined and dis- 
charged; and no light has yet been thrown 
on the affair. At last accounts, the nnr.se, 
at whose side the child was slrcpinL- o„ th« 
night of tlic murder, had been arrcstfd, and 
afrer a tedious and unproductive examina- 
tion wa-t ontOMbail(inanomiiiaUuni) to ap- 
pear and answer the charge. As the matter 
Stands, the ablest detectives in England have 
failed to discover the assassin.

The Firemen and TaxatioU' 
Editor British Coi.onist:— I should 
like, through the columns of your paper, lo 

draw the attcntioa of the government lo an 
abuse which is at present felt lo be very 
annoying by many in this town. I allude to 
the members of fire companies being sub- 
ject to pay road money und serve on juries. 
At present all e.\pense.s of the companies 
are borne by themselves, v/hile they have 
no privileges allowed them by the govern- 
ment for their services. This is by many 
felt to be radically wrong, and when we re- 
mem'ber the state of fire companies in other 
countries, we cannot helj) feeling that it is 
unfair tu saddle a few public spirited men 
with the support of this great security to 
properly. 

In the British iVortli American Colonies 
the firemen are cxeaipt from poor nnd 
county rates, road work, militia and jury 
duties, while all ropiiirs of stock, etc., in jiaid 
for by the Corporation of the town. In our 
neighboring rival town ( I'ort huul) the lire 
companies are furiiislieil with everylhiiig 
necessary, the members are free from all 
taxes, all repairs aio made at the govern- 
ment expense, and a monthly sum is alloweil 
each company from the government.^ Why, 
I would ask, cannot we place the Fire De- 
partment of Victoriii oa the same fooling as 
that of Portland, and not require those 
who spend both time and money in afford- 
ing protection against (ire, lo be taxed in the 
same proportioiffor otlier public service.s, as 
those who do not assi.-^t towards maintaining 
the elTiciency of the Fire Department.
